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From the Editor 


Honey, Vinegar and Sacred Cows 


Most everyone has heard of the old 
adage, in some form or another, that, 
“honey draws more flies’ than 
vinegar,’ or salt, or mustard. 

If you like flies, that’s a nice saying. 

I didn’t seek this position in order to 
draw flies, to win friends, nor to try to 
please all of the membership at any 
given moment; hopefully, I can 
please most of the members, but 
“all” is virtually impossible, however 
pleasant the thought. 

My goal is to write and speak what I 
might know to be right for the hobby, 
or what I believe is right. Not only is 
that my goal, it’s my duty to FUN 
members, as I interpret the dual 


responsibilities of 
Editor. 

Virgil Hancock, president of the 
ANA, along with several members of 
FUN, have admonished me for my 
letter to Mrs. Bette Anderson, Under 
Secretary of the Treasury. (A slightly 
edited copy of the letter was printed 
recently in Numismatic News 
Weekly and Bank Note Reporter.) 

Briefly, the letter was critical of 
Mrs. Anderson as official spokesman 
for T-Department policy against com- 
memorative and gold coinage. I’ve 
been accused of ‘‘attacking’’ Mrs.

Anderson personally and that’s just 
not true! Heavens! I don’t even know 
the lady, but she does voice official 
policy, so she’s got to take the lumps 
for it. 


And the honey approach to 
Treasury’s denial of commemorative 
coins for 30 years has drawn nothing 
but flies, and I don’t know of anyone 
who collects those! Maybe ... just 
maybe ... the vinegar approach will 
drive away the flies, and wipe away 
some cobwebs from the brains of a 
few key career employees (who tell 
Mrs. Anderson what to Say.) 

First, we must get their attention, 
but I’m not overly optimistic. 

All of them are, after all, public ser- 
vants on the public payroll; they’re 
supposed to be working for us, not 
against us. 


(Or, am I wrong in assuming that 
the vast majority of collectors want 
American commemorative and gold 
coinage?) 


The spectre of my (and Criswell’s) 
losing fight againsi Richard Nixon 
and Mary Brooks several years ago 
has been raised again, unfortunately. 
(Some people just can’t stand being 
winners...) I've been severely 
criticized for criticizing a public of- 
ficial! 


ANY citizen has the inalienable 
right to question the actions AND the 
motives of ANY public official, from 
a GS-1 right up to the president. 
Together we put them in their 
exalted positions ... together we can 
remove them. 


I never have cared for sacred cows; 
certainly not political sacred cows! 
Why should we, the public, be 
subservient to elected or appointed 
officials?

No, we're ‘‘the boss,’’ and I believe 
it’s time we made ourselves known to 
those career Treasury officials who, 
by adhering to their 30 year do- 
nothing policy, provoked my letter to 
Mrs. Anderson.

I believe there’s much more to 
being a FUN Director than wearing a 
chic orange jacket, or attending five 
or six meetings a year; it’s more than 
writing an occasional short article for 
FUN-Topics, and more_ than 
performing some menial chore at the 
annual convention. 

The responsibilities to the member- 
ship don’t end with three new mem- 
bers recruited, or after a 20 minute 
speech, or with a visit to a club 
meeting. I don’t claim that my total 
involvement in and for FUN, and the 
hobby, is right for everyone, but there 
has to be a happy medium there some- 
where: Partial involvement, outside 
the orange jacket and five meetings, 
at least!

Orange Belt Special 


By C.R. Clark, 
St. Petersburg 


The old Atlantic Coast Line railroad 
station at San Antonio is busy again 
on weekends and holidays. The Trilby 
- San Antonio & Cypress Railroad 
(TSA & C.R.R.) had an inaugural run 
on July 3, 1976, and has plans to 
rebuild several old Pullman cars and 
a caboose, in addition to the two cars 
in operation at the present time. 

The coal-fired Baldwin steam loco- 
motive No. 203 is not presently 
running, so one of the two modern 
diesel locomotives is used to pull one 
or two Pullman cars (depending on 
the number of passengers) from San 
Antonio to Blanton, then it pushes 
them back up the 2!2% grade to 
return.

The round trip is 12 miles; pas- 
sengers change sides at Blanton to 
see the scenery on the other side on 
the return trip. The fare for the round 
trip is $2.75 for an adult, and $1.50 for 
a child. Children’s green tickets and 
adult’s yellow tickets are punched by 
the conductor. No tokens! 

The tracks are on the original 
roadbed of the narrow gauge Orange

Orange Belt Railway “Company Pass — 1887. 


Belt Railroad. In the mid - 1980's, 
Henry Plant took over the Orange 
Belt Railway Company, changed the 
name to the Sanford & St. Petersburg 
Railroad, and laid standard gauge 
tracks from Trilby to St. Petersburg. 
It became part of the Atlantic Coast 
Line in 1902, then finally, the 
Seaboard Coast Line Railroad in the 
1960's. 

While passing through a deep cut of 
approximately 25 feet, it is easy to 
imagine the old wood burners of the 
Orange Belt Railroad struggling to 
climb the steep grade from Blanton to 
San Antonio, and wonder if tokens 
were used to pay for cords of wood

stacked along the route, as was done 
on some of the early railroads. 

Peter A. Demens owned a sawmill 
at Longwood in 1885, when the Orange 
Belt Railway Company was started 
by three men named Arnold, Hall, 
and Miller. The Florida State Gazet- 
teer and Business Directory for 1884-

1885, lists P. A. Demens & Co. as Long- 
wood’s chief industry, manufacturing 
doors, sashes, blinds, lumber, furni- 
ture, etc. 

One account of the change in owner- 
ship indicated that part of the amount 
paid by P. A. Demens for the Orange 
Belt was a cancellation of the debt 
owed by the railroad for ties from the 
Longwood sawmill. 

When Demens took over the Orange 
Belt in 1886, he wanted to use the 
wood burning locomotives from the 
sawmill operation, so this was one 
reason for the narrow gauge tracks. 

The accompanying picture shows 
an Orange Belt Railway Company 
pass for 1887, with the signature of P. 
A. Demens, president. The railroad 
was under construction at that time 
and scheduled to be completed to St. 
Petersburg by the end of 1887. After 
many delays, it finally reached St. 
Petersburg in April, 1888.

Royal American Shows, Tampa, 


Fla., 25 cents Token. 


An “‘ancient”’ railroad car on the 
sidetrack near the San _ Antonio 
station reads across the upper side in 
faded letters: ROYAL AMERICAN 
SHOWS. Several carnivals, circuses 
and shows traveled by rail in the 
1930's, using large brightly painted 
cars such as the one which is in the 
restoration plans for use by the TSA & 
C. R.R. in the future. 

The Royal Americans Shows used 
Tampa as their winter home. They ad- 
vertised the ‘‘World’s Largest Mid- 
way’ and used tokens in their op- 
eration. 
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These mavericks are designated as 
Florida tokens with a- few pieces 
known among the Florida collections, 
or among collections of ‘‘show’’ 
tokens. The round 25 cents token 
shown above is a 24mm piece made of 
nickel. 

The histories of early railroads are 
fascinating to many token collectors 
because of the way they are tied - in 
with the histories of so many of the 
token - using companies. 

For example, the building of the rail- 
roads caused the formation of lumber 
companies to cut timber in areas 
adjacent to the main line or spurs 
from the line, with the resultant use of 
tokens at the companies’ com- 
missaries.

The availability of lumber helped to 
build the towns, and businesses grew 
because of the transportation 
provided by the railroads. All then 
struggled for survival, with the little 
Orange Belt line unable to provide top 
quality service with its old narrow 
gauge, wood burning, ex-lumber com- 
pany engines. Part of the old 
roadbed is about all that remains to 
remind us of the Orange Belt Route.

Dealer Seeks Data on Rare Thaler 


Christine Boczarska, a Tallahassee 
coin dealer, recently acquired a coin 
which she suspects is in the Ex- 
tremely Rare category. The coin is a 
1632 Taler struck in the city of Erfurt, 
Germany, during the Swedish occupa- 
tion ot that city. 

Erfurt was an important trading 
center located in Thuringia, Central 
Germany, and was captured by 
Gustavus Adolphus in the year 1631. 
Coins were minted there for the 
Swedish authorities during the years 
1631 - 34 and 1644-48. 


Miss Boczarska reports’ that 
exhaustive research has failed to un- 
cover any records of specimens of the 
coin coming on the numismatic 
market since near the turn of the 
century. She noted that the L. E. 
Bruun collection, which was auc- 
tioned in 1914, and was the standard 
reference on Swedish coins for many 
years, lacked a specimen of the coin. 

Davenport catalogs the coin as 
number 4548; it’s listed as number 22 
in the Ahlstrom catalog, and reported 
to be excessively rare.

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Small Beginnings - 1793 Half-Cent

Throughout its many years of op- 
erations, the United States Mint has 
produced a varied and interesting 
array of coinage types and denomina- 
tions. Included among this group is a 
coin which is not only the lowest 
denomination our Mint has produced, 
but which is also a one - year type coin 
... the 1793 half cent. 

Considering the millions of dollars 
worth of numismatic treasures our 
Mint has produced since its inception, 
it’s interesting to note that this coin 
and its bigger sisters, the 1793 large 
cent, were the only regular issue 
denominations that the U.S. Mint 
chose to produce in its first year. 

Aesthetically, one can argue that 
the 1793 half cent pales in comparison 
to some of our more beautiful 
coinage, but historically, few U.S. 
coins can hold a candle to this 
intriguing issue. 

By 1790, our nation had established 
itself to the point where it had decided 
to utilize one its rights as a sovereign 
state, that is, the striking of its own 
coinage. This decision was reflected 
in the Congressional resolution of 


March, 1791, that called for the 
establishment of a Mint. 
Unfortunately, no denominations 


were specified, thereby leaving the 
coinage itself in question. This 
question was cleared by a bill passed 
on April 2, 1792, which specified the 
various compositions and values of 
the proposed coinages. 

Included in this bill was the half 
cent denomination, valued at .005 dol- 
lars and to contain five and one-half 
pennyweights of pure copper. The 
weight, however, was reduced to 104 
grains (4- 1/3 pennyweights) by the 
Act of January 14, 1793. The first U.S. 
Mint was subsequently established 


and the new Director of the Mint, 
David Rittenhouse, set himself to the 
task of producing the new nation’s 
coinage. 

Copper was obtained from various 
sources outside the Mint, smelted in 
the Mint furnance, and rolled into 
sheets from which the planchets were 
punched, (our Mint had not as yet 
contracted with the firm of Boulton, 
in England, for delivery of copper 
planchets.) Although the designer is 
unknown, most researchers agree 
that the credit is due Adam Eckfeldt; 


1793 Half-Cent 


John Wright, first engraver of the 
Mint, most probably put the designs 
to steel. Two obverse dies were used, 
along with three reverse dies; all 
were laboriously prepared by hand, 
each taking many hours to create due 
to the limited techniques of die 
preparation available at the time. 

Minute differences in the dies make 
each one identifiable, hence, the 1793 
half cent can be collected in four 
distinct die pairings or varieties. All 
of the 1793 half cent varieties have 
been given a rarity rating of 3 
(scarce) by Roger S. Cohen, Jr., 
author of AMERICAN HALF CENTS, 
with the exception of one variety, 
which is a hair scarcer than the 
others. 

One little known fact concerning 
the early U.S. coinage, of which the 
1793 half cent is a part, involves the

edge lettering. Unlike issues such as 
the $20 St. Gauden’s double eagle, the 
edge lettering was applied to the 
planchets before the coins were 
struck. This was done by running the 
planchets through an apparatus 
called the milling machine, two 
parallel bars or dies, inscribed with 
“TWO HUNDRED” on one, and 
“FOR A DOLLAR,’ followed by 
leaves, on the other. 

The bars were spaces so they were 
slightly closer than the diameter of a 
half cent planchet, thereby insuring 
that the planchet would receive a 
sharp incuse impression of the 
lettering when it was fed through the 
machine. Since the coins were struck 
on a screw press with a loose retain- 
ing collar, the edge lettering was not 
weakened by the striking process. 

The ‘‘loose’’ collar also explains 
why the 1793 half cent comes in 
variations of coin diameter, since the 
length of travel of the upper die on the 
screw press is limited only by the 
strength of the coiner and the perma- 
nent position of the lower die. Be- 
cause of the loose collar, the planchet 
would, of course, spread out in all di- 
rections until the pressure was 
relieved. 

Such methods sound primitive to 
those of us familiar with million - plus 
“coinage days,’ and it becomes 
obvious that the coiner of those times 
really had to watch what he was 
doing. Then, as now, errors did slip 
by, and today these remain as off- 
centers, edge lettering variations and 
overlappings, laminated planchets, 
etc. 

Purportedly, the Liberty design for 
the 1793 half cent came from the 
Libertas Americana medal. The 
medal and the coin are in fact 
strikingly similar with the exception 
of the reverses. The coin. consistent 
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with the designer’s directions, con- 
tains the denomination ‘‘HALF 
CENT” within a wreath of two leafy 
branches tied at the stems with a 
ribbon. Surrounding the wreath in a 
circular arrangement are the words 
“UNITED STATES OF AMERICA” 
andbeneath the stem and ribbon 
ends is the fraction ‘1/200’. The 
border on both sides consists of a 
circular grouping of small dots. 


From a lowly coin of one-half of one 
cent, the 1793 half cent has become a 
present day rarity of $500 or more per 
coin. One can only wonder if the 
coiners of that long - ago period knew 
of the impact these coins would have 
on future numismatics ... or, if they 
knew that the small building they 
worked in each day would eventually 
become one of the world’s largest 
producers of coined items. 


But, how could they have known, so 


long ago and in such “small 
beginnings?’’

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Yukon Overprints 


Canadian Bank of Commerce 
began supplying the Yukon Territory 
with overprinted CBC banknotes in 
1896. The notes were overprinted 
“Yukon” or ‘‘Dawson’’, and each 
shipment was overprinted in a 
different color for ready identifica- 
tion.

Normally FUN-Topics is mailed second 
class, however, members who join after the 
initial mailing will receive their copies via 
fourth class, book rate. 

Cards and medals are mailed under our 
Bulk Rate permit, which requires that we mail 
a minimum of 200 pieces at any one time; 
when we accumulate 200 members’ cards 
and medals, we mail them. 

If your application, or renewal, was 
received, say,\five days after our last bulk mail- 
ing, you'll just have to be patient with the 
delay, which depends on how fast the 
delinquent (or new) members get their dues to 
use. 

The card and medal weigh slightly more 
than one ounce, which costs FUN 7/2 cents to 
mail; first class mail would cost 24 cents. (13 
cents for the first ounce, 11 cents for each 
additional ounce, or fraction thereof.)

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Florida’s Medal Mint 


By Fred T. Stanfield 
Fernandina Beach 


When the name of Fernandina 
Beach is mentioned, most people ask, 
‘‘Where is Fernandina Beach?” For 
those who don’t know, Fernandina 
Beach is in the extreme Northeast 
corner of the state, within sight of 
Georgia. It’s a city rich in history, in- 
trigue and pirate lore; eight flags 
have flown over it since it was first 
settled in the late 1500’s. 

Prior to 1936, Fernandina, as it was 
then known, was a _ sleepy, semi- 
isolated fishing village, living off the 
riches of the Amelia River and the 
Atlantic Ocean. In 1936, new blood 
was injected into the local economy 
when a large paper company built a 
new mill, and another located a 
Celanese plant in the city. 

One other industry, known _ pro- 
bably only to a few, was the striking 
of Florida medals. While many 


medals have been struck for Florida, 
medal crafting within the state is 
relatively new; to my knowledge,

only three different strikers of 
medals have existed in Florida. 

The first of these was Joseph W. 
Decker, a die sinker and engraver 
who learned the craft in his native

Florida, Sports Capital of the 
World, came in three varieties, the 
‘baseball’? variety shown, and two 
‘football’ varieties, one with the out- 
line of the state and a football inside a 
circle, and one of a different size 
without the circle. All bear the seal of 
Florida on the obverse and are 38 mm. 
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Germany. Decker issued numerous 
medals, but either his records have 
been lost or none were kept, leaving 
us with scant knowledge of his 
activities. The only example avail- 
able to me is the Confederate 


The State Capitol medals are in two 
varieties. Shown is the bronze with 
the date, 1967, under the Capitol 
Building; the second is aluminum and 
without the date. Both are 38mm. 


Also included in the works of Dec- 
krafters were watch fobs struck in 
babbit, depicting the Marion County 
Fairgrounds, the city gates of St. 
Augustine and an old Spanish watch- 
tower, which is identical to the tower 
on the Castillo De San Marcos medal. 
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Women’s Monument, 32mm, struck in 
pewter, which is illustrated in this 
article. Decker died in 1960, leaving 
his son, Douglas, to continue in the 
field. 

Douglas started the firm of Dec- 
krafters in 1945 but did not strike any 
medals until 1964, and then issued 
medals only until 1968. At that time he 
discontinued the business and sold his 
equipment to Galaxy Medals Inc., of 
Titusville. Douglas said the reason 
for discontinuing the business was the 
lack of die engravers. 

In addition to the fobs and an 
aluminum storecard issued by the 
Florida First National Bank at 
Fernandina Beach, Dec-krafters also 
struck a large quantity of space me- 
dals, commemorating the 
achievements of our astronauts. 

Dec-krafters created many beauti- 
ful medals in the short time they were 
in the business and it’s sad to think 
there will be no more available from 
this source. 

And so we bid farewell to the medal 
industry in Fernandina Beach.

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Rapidly Rising Morgan Dollars 


By Randolph (Randy) Campbell, 
West Palm Beach 


The U.S. government’s Carson City 
dollar sale, combined with the 
dispersal of the LaVere Redfield es- 
tate, have helped to stimulate added 
interest in collecting silver dollars. 
During the last two years this greater 
demand has caused many Morgan 
dollars to rise 25 or 50 percent (or 
more) in uncirculated condition, as 
collectors compete for the dwindling 
supply of choice Morgan cartwheels. 

Wise investors are keenly aware of 
the fact that history is on their side. 
During the 15 year period from 1961 to 
the end of 1975, Morgan dollars rose 
over 2,000 per cent, as a series, in 
uncirculated condition (even allowing 
for the catastrophic drop in the price 
of certain ‘‘O’’ Mint dollars, such as 
the 1903-0.) Thus, roll after roll of BU 
dollars are being ‘“‘salted away”’ in 
bank vaults across the nation by 
knowledgeable collectors. 

Certainly the most dynamic aspect 
of this dollar price upsurge has been 
the fantastic increase in the price of 
mirror prooflike Morgan dollars. 
About 10 years ago, dollar enthusiast 
John Love was selling common date 
prooflike Morgans for $3 to $5 each. 
He now retails these same dates for 
$25 to $40 and up! Most of the scarcer 
dates have also risen in a Similar 
fashion. 

Recent auction sales tell a now- 
familiar story: An 1878 eight-feather 
prooflike brought a winning bid of 
$210; an 1880-S, P-L was bid to $60, 
while a gem 1882-S, P-L went for an 
astounding $90 at a recent New 
England Rare Coin Auction. Bowers 
and Ruddy’s Turoff auction featured 
a gem prooflike 1897-S specimen, 
which recorded a winning bid of $160. 
Last but not least, Steve Ivy’s Great 
Southwest Sale saw the common date 
1887-P bid to an incredible $100! 


Private sales of prooflike Morgans 
also have brought amazing prices. An 
1884-CC gem prooflike was recently 
sold to a dealer for $200; an equally 
nice 1896-O specimen traded hands 
for a record price, in excess of $2,000. 
Even common dates, such as the 1884- 
0, have recently brought $40 to $50 in 
superlative conditions! 

This unprecedented demand for 
gem prooflike dollars has had a mas- 
sive impact on dealers’ stocks. 
During a recent telephone conversa- 
tion, Montana dollar dealer Wayne 
Miller complained to me that he had 
been ‘“‘wiped out”’ of many dates, that 
his supply of gem prooflikes had been 
vastly depleted. Other dealers are 
singing a similar tune. If you think 
I'm_ kidding, walk over to your

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(Continued from Preceding Page) 
neighborhood coin shop and ask the 
dealer to show you his gem mirror 
prooflike Morgans. Chances are, he’ll 
only have three or four really nice 
ones. 

It should be noted that a number of 
common to semi-common dollars are 
very rare in gem prooflike condition. 
All Philadelphia Mint dollars from 
1879 to 1884 are worth $75 to $100 in 
gem P-L, even though they are easily 
available in uncirculated condition 
for around $12 or less. The semi- 
common 1891-0, 1904-P and 1921-S 
dollars, all worth less than $50 in 
uncirculated, will undoubtedly bring 
over $1,000 in strictly gem prooflike at 
auction, in the unlikely event that one 
of them should appear for sale. To the 
best of my knowledge, none of these 
three dates have appeared at auction 
in gem prooflike condition during this 
decade. 

How rare are the various dates in 
prooflike condition? And what are 
they worth? To answer these and 
various other related questions, I'd 
recommend two books that should be 
on every dollar collector’s ‘‘must 
read’”’ list. First, Jim Osbon’s Silver 
Dollar Encyclopedia provides the 
investor-speculator with some 
intriguing information about dollar 
price trends, along with his opinions 
about the rarity and price of Morgan 


weecay 
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dollars in prooflike condition. 

For the best in-depth look at proof- 
like Morgans, Wayne Miller’s An 
Analysis of Morgan and Peace Dol- 
lars is unsurpassed. Miller carefully 
explains how prooflike dollars were 
made, what kinds of prooflikes exist, 
and, most importantly, their relative 
rarity in gem BU and gem prooflike 
condition. His rarity scale for P-L 
dollars (1 through 10, with 10 being 
the rarest in P-L,) is fast becoming a 
standard reference rating among 
dollar collectors. 


In summation, recent price trends 
prove that prooflike Morgan dollars 
rank among the best investments in 
numismatics. And, for sheer beauty, 
there’s nothing like a frosted gem 


cameo dollar with deep, deep 
reflective mirror surfaces! Most 
importantly, when resale time 


comes, buyers will be ‘‘beating down 
the doors’’ to bid for your gem proof- 
like dollars! 

So, happy hunting to all of you who 
are dollar enthusiasts. Maybe you'll 
be the one to find that elusive 1921-S in 
gem prooflike condition. But 
remember, you'll have to beat me to 
it!

Padma for Coins of Deccan 


The Yadava dynasty ruled over 
eastern Deccan from the late 9th to 
the early 14th centuries. They issued 
uniface, somewhat cupshaped, gold 
coins which average about 0.72 inches 
in diameter and 58!4 grains in weight, 
stamped in the center with a padma, 
or lotus design.
